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CHAPTER    130. 

REVISED  STATUES  OF  CANADA.   1886, 
AND  AMENDMENTS  THERETO. 

An  Act  respecting  the  incorporation 
of  Boards  of  Trade,  and  amendments 
thereto. 

Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows:  — 

1.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires, —

(a)  The  expression  "'d.  t.ict"  means 
the  judicial  district,  ci  v,  county, 
town  or  \illage  (to  any  of  which  may 
be  added  one  or  more  townships  selec- 
ted for  that  purpose)  within  and  for 
which  a  board  of  trade  is  established 
under  this  Act;  ana  with  regard  to 
the  North-west  Territories,  means 
and  includes  also  any  electoral  dis- 
trict, as  constituted  for  elections  to 
the  Legislative  Assembly  for  the 
North-west  Territories,  within  and 
for  which  a  board  of  trade  is  estab- 
lished, but  in  the  province  of  British 
Columbia  and  in  the  Yukon  Territory 
the  expression  'district'  means  a  min- 
ing division,  or  any  tract  of  country 
described  as  extending  to  certain 
specified  distances  and  in  certain 
specified  directions  irom  any  stated 
point.

2.  Any  number  of  persons  not  less 
than  thirty,  who  are  merchants,  trad- 
ers, brokers  mechanics,  manufact- 
urers, managers  of  banks  or  insur- 
ance agents,  and  residents  of  any  dis- 
trict which  has  a  population  of  not 
less  than  two  thousand  five  hundred, 
or  in  the  province  of  British  Colum- 
bia, or  in  the  Yukon  Territory,  not 
less  than  fifteen  hundred,  may  asso- 
ciate themselves  together  as  a  board 
of  trade,  and  appoint  a  secretary.

3.  The  persons  so  associr  ing  .hem- 
selves  together  as  a  board  of  trade 
shall,  under  their  hands  and  seals, 
make  a  certificate  specifying  the 
name  assumed  by  the  association, 
and  by  which  it  shall  be  known,— 
also  the  name  as  hereinbefore  defined, 
of  the  district  in  which  the  same  is 
situate  and  its  business  is  transacted, 
and  the  name  of  the  person  by  them 
appointed  secretary  to  the  said  board 
of  trade.

exercise  the  powers  and  privileges 
conferred  by  this  Act;  and  they  and 
their  associates,  successors  and  as- 
signs, by  the  name  and  style  speci- 
fied in  the  saU  ?  rtiflcate,  shall  be  a 
body  corp'.rait  and  politic,  with 
power  to  acquire,  sell  and  ccmvey 
any  real  estate,  necessary  for  the 
objects  of  such  association.  37  V.,

(2.)  Upon  application  by  the  corpora- 
tion under  its  corporate  seal,  and 
signed  by  its  president  and  secretary, 
the  name  of  any  such  corporation 
may  be  changed  provided  the  Gover- 
nor in  Council  is  satisfied  that  such 
change  is  not  desired  for  any  improp- 
er purpose  and  is  not  otherwise 
objectionable.

(adding  the  name  of  the  district  as 
hereinbefore  defined),  and  who  shall 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  hereinafter  mentioned;  and 
when  the  foregoing  provisions  have 
been  compli(Hl  with,  it  shall  be  com- 
petent for  a  majority  of  the  persons 
named  as  corporators  in  the  said 
certificate,  to  hold  a  meeting  for  the 
election  of  a  president,  vice-president 
and  members  of  the  said  council  and, 
without  notice,  to  make  and  enact 
such  by-laws,  rules  and  regullations 
as  are  hereinafter  mentioned.  37  V.,

8.  The  members  of  the  said  corpor- 
ation shall  hold  general  quarterly 
meetings  in  each  year,  at  some  place 
within  the  district,— of  which,  notice, 
naming  the  time  and  place,  shall   be 
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given  by  the  secretary  of  the  council 
for   the   time    being,    at    least    three 
days     previous     to     such       meeting, 
through  one  newspaper  or  otherwise, 
as  is  thought  necessary  by  the  coun- 
cil ;  and  at  the  first  quarterly  meeting 
held  in  each  year,  the  members  of  the 
oaid  corporation  present,  or  a  major- 
ity of  them,   shall  elect,  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed   by    the  by-laws,  from 
among   the   members  of  the   corpora- 
ation,   a   president,   vice-president  and 
secretary,    and   at   least    eight    other 
members   of   the     council,   who,    with 
the  president,  vice-president  and  sec- 
retary, shall  form  the  council  of  the 
corporation,  and  shaU  hold  their  offi- 
ces until   others    are  elected   in  their 
stead,  at  the  next  first  quarterly  meet- 
ing of  the  ensuing  year,  as  aforesaid, 
or  until  they  are  removed  from  office, 
or  vacate  the   same  under  the  provi- 
sions of   the  by-laws  of  the  corpora- 
tion: 

(2.)  If  the  said  election  does  not  take 
place  at  such  first  quarterly  meeting, 
as  aforesaid,  the  said  corporation 
shall  not  be  thereby  dissolved,  but 
such  election  may  be  held  at  any 
general  meeting  of  the  corporation, 
called  in  the  manner  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, and  the  members  of  the  council 
in  office  shall  remain  members  until 
the  election  is   held.

9.  The  president  and  vice-president 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties

(2.)  Such  by-laws  shall  be  binding  on 
all  members  of  the  corporation,  its 
officers  and  servants,  and  all  other 
persons,  whomsoever,  lawfully  under 
its  control: 

(3)  No  by-law  shall  be  made  by  the 
corporation  except  as  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  without  notice  in  writmg 
thereof  having  been  given  by  one 
member  and  seconded  by  another 
member  at  a  previous  meeting,  and 
duly  entered  in  the  books  of  the  cor- 
poration as  a  minute  of  the  corpora- 
tion.

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14.  Every    person    resident     within 
the  district,  wiio  is  or    has    been    a 
merchant.   brol<er,    trader,    mechanic, 
manutacturer.  manager  of  a  bank  or 
insurance   agent,   shall   be  eligible   to 
become  a  member  of  the  corporation ;

if   such   proposition    is  carried    by    a 
majority  of  two  thirds  of  the  members 
of  the   corporation  then  present,     he 
shall  thenceforth  be  a  member  of  the 
corporation,    and    shall    have    all     the 
rights  and  be  subject  to  all  the  obli- 
gations   which    the     other     members 
possess  or  are  subject  to:     Provided 
alwavs,  that  any  person  who  is  not  a 
merchant  or   trader,    broker,    mecha- 
nic,    manufacturer,     manager     of     a 
bank  or  insurance  agent,  shall  be  eli- 
gible to  become  a  member  of  the  cor- 
poration, in  manner  aforesaid,  if  such 
person   is  recommended  by  the  coun- 
cil of  the  board  of  trade  at  any  such 
meeting.

ElL'L-tion  of

Interpretation   Clauses. 

1  Wherever  the  words  "The  Board" 
occur  in  the  following  By-laws,  they 
shall  be  understood  to  mean  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  Brockville  Board  of 
Trade. 

2  Wherever  the  words  "The  Coun- 
cil"" occur  in  the  following  By-lpws, 
they  shall  be  understood  to  mean  the 
Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
Brockville   Board  of  Trade. 

By-law  Numoer  One. 

1    The    names    of    candidates     for 
membership   shall  be  handed  to    the 
secretarv,  who  shaa  submit  the  same 
to  the  council,   and   the    election    of 
such  candidates  shall  be  by  ballot  at 
the   next  general  or   special    general 
meeiing  of  the   board  that    may     be

expenditure  of  the  board,  an  audited 
statement  of  which  shall  be  laid  on 
the  table  at  the  annual  meeting  or  at 
any  other  time  that  he  may  be  requir- 
ed by  the  council   to  do  so. 

Duties  of  Council. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  coun- 
cil to  take  into  consideration  all  meas- 
ures of  a  public  nature  affecting  the 
trade  of  the  Town  of  Brockville.  A 
suggestion  to  that  effect  can  at  all 
time^i  be  submitted  in  writing  by  any 
member  of  the  board  not  a  member 
of  the  council,  and  the  council  shall 
act  thereon  in  accordance  with  a  vote 
of  the  majority. 

14.  The  council,  shall  from  time  to 
time,  make  to  any  public  bodies  or 
any  individuals  whom  it  may  be  ne- 
cessary to  address,  such  communica- 
tions and  representations  on  subjects 
connected  with  the  trade  and  manu- 
factures of  the  Town  of  Brockville 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

15.  The  council  shall  direct  the  sec- 
retary in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
shallfix  the  salary  of  that  office  and 
of  all  other  persons  employed  by  the 
board,  shall  supervise  all  purchases 
and  contracts  of  the  board,  shall  audit 
all  bills  and  claims  against  the  board 
and  direct  payment  of  the  same,  and 
shall  have  authority  to  execute  all 
measures  deemed  proper  by  the  board 
to  promote  its  objects. 

IC.  The  minutes  of  the  council  shall, 
at  all  times  during  business  hours,  be 
acces.sible  to  every  member  of  the 
board,  and  all  such  minutes  shall  be 
read  at  the  general  meetings  of  the 
board.     The  actions  and   proceedings 
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of  the  council   shall  be  subject  to  re- 
vision by  the  board. 

Board  of  Arbitration. 

17.  The  board  of  arbitration  may 
appoint  three  of  its  members  to  hear, 
arbitrate,  and  decide  upon  any  case 
or  cases  which  may  be  submitted  to 
them. 

18.  Parties  desiring  the  services  of 
the  board  of  arbitration  committee 
shall  notify  the  secretary  to  that 
effect  in  writing,  and  shall  file  an 
agreement,  with  him.  signed  by 
the  parties  in  controversy,  binding 
themselves  to  abide  by.  perform  and 
fulfil  the  final  award  which  shall  be 
made  touching  the  matter  submitted, 
without  recourse  to  any  other  court 
or  tribunal. 

Neither  party  shall  postpone  the 
trial  of  a  case  longer  than  ten  davs 
after  it  has  been  submitted  unless 
good  cause  can  be  shown  therefor, 
satisfactory  to  the  referees. 

19.  The  fees  for  arbitration  shall  be 
determined  by  the  arbitrators.  If  a 
dispute  arises  in  reference  to  the 
fees,  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the 
council. 

20.  The  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the 
secretary  for  the  benefit  of  the  mem- 
bers sitting  as  arbitrators,  and  in 
addition  the  secretary  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  three  dollars  for  each  case 
submitted. 

21.  Arbitration  fees,  and  all  addi- 
tional costs  that  may  be  incurred 
shall  be  paid  by  either  of  the  parties 
in  the  case,  as  may  be  decided  by  the 
committee  hearing  the  same,  and  shall 
be  included  in  their  dward. 
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22.  Either  party  to  any  case,  before 
anv  such  arbitration  committee,  may 
demand  that  the  evidence,  statements 
and  proceedings  shall  be  reported  ver- 
batim, and  the  cost  of  same  shall  be 
assessed  as  the  committee  may  de- 
termine. 

Standing  Committees. 

23.  The  standing  committees  of  the 
board  shall  be  a  Railway  Committee 
of  three  members,  two  to  be  a  quorum. 

A  Committee  on  Manufactures,  of 
five  members,  three  to  be  a  quorum. 

A  Mercantile  Committee,  of  five 
members,  three  to  be  a  quorum. 

A  Local  Improvements  Committee, 
of   five  members,  three  to  be  a  quorum. 

The  president  and  vice-president 
shall  be  ex-offlcio  members  of  all  com- 
mittees except  arbitration  committees. 

The  railway  committee  shall  take 
charge  of  the  railway  interests  of 
the  Town  of  Brockville,  and  endeav- 
or to  procure  the  best  possible  ship- 
ping facilities. 

The  committee  on  manufactures 
shall  consider  what  can  be  done  to 
procure  the  establishment  of  new 
manufactories  and  to  foster  and  aid 
those  already  established,  and  shall 
report  at  each  meeting  of  the  council 
any  plans  or  suggestions  they  may 
have  to  make. 

The  mercantile  committee  shall  ob- 
tain the  best  possible  information  re- 
specting the  mercantile  interests  of 
the  town  of  Brockville,  encourage  the 
advancement  of  those  interests  by  all 
proper  means  within  their  power,  and 
as  far  as  possible,  bring  the  influence 
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cf  the  board  of  trade  to  bear  in  aid 
of  that  purpose,  and  shall  report  to 
the   cojncil  at  each   meeting  thereof. 

The  committee  on  local  improve- 
ments shall  consider  what  public  im- 
provements may  from  time  to  time 
be  desirable  in  the  interests  of  the 
town,  and  what  steps  should  be  taken 
to  secure  such  improvements,  and 
report  at  each  meeting  of  the  council 
any  plans  or  suggestions  they  may 
have  to  make. 

The  president  may  have  power  dur- 
ing the  interim  between  the  meetings 
of  the  board  to  appoint  special  com 
mittees  upon  such  subjects  as  he  may 
deem  necessary,  whosr-  duty  it  s.'cnU 
be  to  consider  the  subject  committed 
to  them  and  report  at  the  next  regu- 
lar or  special  meeting  of  the  board  or 
council,  but  with  no  power  to  take 
further  action. 

Board    Meetings. 

The  annual  general  meeting  of  the 
board  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Mon- 
day in  September  in  each  year,  except 
when  that  day  may  happen  to  be  a 
legal  holiday,  in  whicn  case  the  meet- 
ing shall  be  held  on  the  following  day. 

Bi-monthly  general  meetings  of  the 
board  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Thursday  of  each  of  the  months  of 
September,  November,  January, 
M'.ch  and  May,  unless  any  of  these 
clays  happen  to  be  a  legal  holiday 
when  the  meeting  shall  be  held  on 
the   lollowing  day. 

A  quorum  at  any  auiiu  il.  ji-nu>nrh- 
ly  or  special  general  meeting  of  the 
board  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
fifteen  members. 
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Council    Meetings. 

The  council  shall  meet  at  least 
once  a  month  on  the  second  Monday 
of  each  month  except  July  and  August 
at  the  call  of  the  secretary.

The  order  of  procedure  for  meet- 
ings of  the  council  shall  be: 

1.  Chair  to  be  taken  at  hour  fixed. 
If  no  quorum  in  half  an  hour  the 
council  shall  adjourn. 

2.  Reading  minutes  of  previous 
meeting. 

3.  Reports  of  committees  or  other 
communications. 

4.  Petitions,  memorials,  drafts  of 
letters  or  by-laws  to  \^  submitted  for 
approval. 

5.  Unfinished    business. 

6.  New  business. 

These  by-laws  may  be  amended  or 
appealed  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of 
the  membership  present  'at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  board,  provided  the  subject 
matter  of  such  amendment  shall  have 
been  given  in  writing  by  one  member, 
seconded  by  another  member,  at  a 
previous  general  or  special  general 
meeting,  and  duly  entered  in  the  min- 
utes of  the  board. 
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
